Case Law 

Section 1944 of the Kentucky statutes 
statsa that no person shall kill or pur- 
sue with such intent, or have in his 
possession when so killed any rabbit, or 
squirrel between the fifteenth day of 
September and the fifteenth day of 
November of each year.
